-New Orgxeans, Dec. 10.—Throngs of 
people continued to pour in and throng 
the City Hall during the morning. 
Distinguished gentlemen from the 
South and the leading cities of this 
section were among the visitors. Gen- 
eral Stephen D. Lee of Mississippi, ex- 
Governor Lubbock of Texas and Gen- 
eral H. B. Young, a cavalry leader in 
the Confederacy, paid their respects. 

The funeral will be the largest ever 
seen in the South. Every benevolent 
organization in the city, the military, 
schools, athletic clubs, commercial 
bodies, ship-masters, fire department 
and clergy will be largely represented. 
The route will be about four miles 
long. The funeral. ceremonies will be 
conducted in front of the City Hall by 
Bishops Galleher of Louisiana, Wilmer 
of Alabama and five clergymen of va- 
rious denominations. 

At the grave the ceremonies will be 
conducted by Bishops Galleher, and 
Hugh Miller Thompson of Mississippi. 
Minute guns will be fired all day, and 


at the grave will be guns and bugle 
calls as become a military funeral. 
Visiting military organizations will 
come from Mississippi, Alabama, 
Texas and the country parishes of

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


Hieut or tHe Avrora.—lInteresting 
particulars concerning recent attempts 
to measure the hight of the aurora 
have been given to the Royal Danish 
Academy by M. Adam Paulsen. At 
Godthaab, with two theodolites four 
miles apart, the hight of different 
uurorse was found to range from one- 


third of a mile to forty miles; near 
Cape Farewell, with a base line of 
about three-quarters of a mile, the 
calculations ranged from one to ten 
miles; and at Spitzbergen, with a base 
of about one-third of a mile, the re- 
sults were from one third of a mile to 
eighteen miles. In earlier observa- 
tions Flogel estimated the hight of 
several aurore at from 90 to310 miles. 
Reimann found a hight for one aurora 
of at Jeast 500 miles, and Nordenskjold 
placed the mean hight of aurorzx at 
about 125 miles, while Lemstrom ob- 
served anrore as low as 1,000 feet, and 
Hildebrandson saw them below the 
clouds. M. Paulsen infers that the 
aurora only appears at considerable 
hight in the temperate zone, while in 
the auroral zone proper the phenom- 
enon is generally produced in the 
lower atmosphere. 


Execrricrry Direct rrom Work.— 
The accomplishment of a hitherto ap- 
parently im possible feat—that of trans- 
forming mechanical work directly into 
electricity—is claimed by Prof. Braun 
of Tubingen. He winds nickel wire 
into spirals, and as each spiral is 
elongated or compressed, a current of 
considerable strength is generated. 
Such positive results have been ob- 
tained that the experimenter is hope- 
ful of constructing a useful generator 
on this principle. 


PuosrHorescent Inrection. — The 
curieons discovery has been made that 
the phosphorescence frequently exhib- 
ited by the crustacea is infectious. A 
French naturalist, M. Giard, lately 
traced the phosphorescent light in Tal- 
itras and other crustacea to bacteria in 
the muscles, which showed signs of 
disease. On inoculating healthy indi- 
viduals the same luminous appearance 
was produced. The disease runs a 
reguiat course and the crustacea died 
in three or four days, the phosphore- 
scence lasting a little after death. 


Tueory or Hypwrotism.—Dr. Pinel 
of Paris has found that hypnotic pa- 
tients obey the phonograph as rea:lily 
as the living speaker. He therefore 
discards the theory of animal magne- 
tism, and believes that the real cause 
of the phenomena manifested in the 
few ‘‘ sensitives’’ is a disordered men- 
tal state.
